The Keyboard. 

The Keyboard generally used in pianos has a range of seven and one-quarter octaves. 

The first seven letters of the alphabet— A, B, C, D, E, F, G— are used for the names of notes. 
These are repeated in the same order, again and again, each letter belonging to a specially located key. 

The letters A, B, C, D, E, F, G, represent the white keys on the Keyboard ; the black keys are 
modifications of these, "sharps" and "flats." See diagram.

Even the 
juvenile opera " The Fairies" has brought in 
over $80,000. ' ' Rien/.i " is at the foot of the 
list with $52,700, the receipts of forty-four 
performances. But Munich is only just be- 
ginning its Wagnerian career. The new 
opera house which has been built there in 
accordance with W r agner's plans, and is to be 
devoted chiefly to his works, will soon be 
opened. By a special arrangement with Fran 
Wagner, the management has agreed not to 
give during the months of July and August 
those of the operas which she has chosen for 
the Bayreuth festival performances.
